First Word of Fleet. 
The first word that the battle fleet 


was about to enter home waters was 
received here shortly after midnight 
today, when the Despatch, the yacht 
from whose mast now flies the flag 


of Vice Admiral A. W. Grant, pick- 
ed up a wireless message from the 
Pennsylvania. This message, sign- 
ed by Admiral Mayo, the com- 
mander-in-chief, expressed to the 
officera and men of the home fleet 
the Christmas greetings of thou- 
sands of sailor men returning from 
war duty. 

A few minutes later the radio ap- 
paratus on the Despatch cracked out 
this message: 

“The commander of battle force 
No. 1 and the officers and men of 
battle force No. 1 sincerely appre- 
ciate the seasonal greetings re- 
ceived from the commander-in-chief 
in return, the commander of battle 
force No. 1 and the officers and 
men of his command wish a merry 
Christmas and a happy New Year to 
the home-coming overseas forces.” 

Outdistancing the destroyers and 
smaller craft, which left for home 
with them, the ten battleships re- 
ported by wireless two days ago 
that they could steam into New 
York on Christmas day. They were 
ordered, however, to “loaf” along 
as their reception was planned for 
Thursday. 

Letters for the Flect. 

But “loaf” as they might, the 
great craft could not forever put 
off the moment when they would 
reach these shores, and this after- 
noon they came to anchor about 40 
miles from Battery Park. At once 
two ocean tugs, loaded to the rail 
with Christmas letters, raced down 
to Ambrose channel, and, delivering 
their. cargo, added a real touch of 
home to a Christmas spent on the 
sea with New York almost in sight. 

Besides the Pennsylvania, the fleet 
comprises the New York, flagship 
of division No. 9, with Vice Admiral 
Hugh Rodman; the Texas, Nevada, 
Arkansas, Florida and Wyoming, alli 
of division Nine: the Utah, flagship 
of division Six, with Vice Admiral 
Thomas S._Rodgers, and the Okla- 
finoma and the Arizona, of the same 
division.

Washington, December 25.—Phvs- 
ical damage wrought in Belgium by 
the German armies is described in 
a cablegram received by the food 
administration from Herbert C. 
Hoover, who, with William B. Po- 
land, European director of the com- 
mission for relief in Belgium, has 
just completed a survey of condi- 
tions in this liberated country. 

On the basis of Mr. Hoover's re- 
port, the food administration an- 
nounced today that hereafter 180,- 
000 tons of supplies, including 
clothing, would be shipped to Bel- 
gium each month. As this pro- 
gram will require 160,000 dead- 
weight tons of shipping in addition 
to’the 340,000 tons now on charter 
to the relief commission, applica- 
tion for additional tonnage has 
been made to the shipping voard. 

The cost of the entire relief pro- 
gram will be borne by the Belgian 
and French governments from loans 
made by the American government. 
France's part of the expense will be 
for supplying the pecple of north- 
ern France, as well as several hun- 


dred, thousand refugees -whoe were 


forced from that section into Bel- 
gium during the retreat of the Ger- 
man forces. 

Hoover’s Report on Belgium. 

Mr. Hoover’s report on this sur- 
vey of Belgium says: 

“Together with Mr. Poland, Eu- 
ropean director of the commission 
for relief in Belgium, I have now 
completed a survey of the entire 
Belgian situation as disclosed by 
the evacuation.

WILSON LOSES WAY, 
BUT FRENCH BOYS 
GIVE HIM BEARINGS 


Paris, December 25. — L’Intransi- 


geant, describing President Wilson’s 
shopping tour with Mrs. Wilson,

back, and in practical results there 
cattle steating in the retreat, al- 
though during the four years 
occupation there has been a great 
diminution, probably over one-half, 
in the total numbtr 
hogs.

“Investigation proves that indus- 
trial and residential destruction in 
Belgium varies greatly in different 
localities and with different indus- 
tries. For instance, out of the fifty 
steel] furnaces in Belgium thirty- 
five or forty have been deliberately 
destroyed by the Germans in their 
determination to end the Belgian 
steel industry. Many of the textile 
mills have been put out of com- 
mission, either through deliberate 
destruction and removal of machin- 
ery or by removal. of the copper and 
brass parts and electric motors. 
Some of the textile mills of the 
more antiquated type of equipment 
aparently did not appeal to the 
Germans and they can be gotten into 
action at an early date. The Ger- 
mans seems to have focused them- 
selves on the modern equipments. 


Threat Stopped Germans. 


“The glass industry has been but 
little interfered with, and the stern 
promise of retribution by President 
Wilson seems to have saved the coal 
industry except for very few in- 
stances, although actual explosives 
and wires were laid in place for the 
destruction of a large number of 
the mines. The president's warn- 
ing, seems to have created a sud- 
den change of heart. 

“There are some three hundred 
thousand French refugees in Bel- 
zium, driven out of northern France 
by the Germans.

At the Statue of Liberty, to the 
west of the main channel, will be 
Stationed the presidential yacht 
Mayflower, carrying Secretary Pan- 
i¢ls, who arrived here tonight from 
Washington for the review. Aboard 
will be other members of the cabi- 
net, army and navy officers of 
high rank and other distinguished 
guests. 

Behind the Mayflower will be an- 
chored the Aztec, bearing Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt, the naval com- 
mittees of senate and house, Rear 
Admiral Burrage and foreign mili- 
tary and naval officers. In line with 
the Aztec will be the naval press 
boat Xarifa and several other steam- 
ers carrying city officials and their 
guests. The Arizona will reach the 
Mayflower at about 10 o’clock, ac- 
cording to an official announcement 
tonight by Vice Admiral Grant. AS 
each vessel passes the secretary’s 
ship, it will fire nineteen guns in 
Mr. Daniels’ honor and the May- 
flower will roar its reply. 

Admiral Mayo’s flagship, the 
Pennsylvania, will be preceded be- 
sides the Arizona by the Oklahoma, 
Nevada and Utah. Then will follow 
the New York, Texas, Arkansas, 
Wyoming and Florida. In this or- 
der they will anchor, a line six 
miles long, stretching from Fifty- 
eighth to 175th streets.

For the first 
time an American president will re- 
view an American army on foreign 
soil, . the soil of a sister re- 
public beside whose gallant troops 
we have fought to restore peace to 
the world. 

“Speaking for you and your com- 
rades I am proud to declare to the 
president that no army has ever 
more loyally or more” effectively 
served its country, and none has 
ever fought in a nobler cause. 

“You, Mr. President, by your con- 
fidence and by your support, have 
made the suceess of our army, and 
to you, as our commander-in-chief, 
mav I now present thé nation’s vic- 
torious army.” 

President Wilson’s Reply. 


In replying, President Wilson said: 

“General Pershing and _ Fellow 
Comrades: I wish that I could give 
to each one of you the message that 
I know you areNonging to receive 
from those at home who love you. 
I cannot do that, but I can tell you 
how every one has put his heart 
into it. So you have done your 
duty and something more. You 
have done your duty, and you have 
done it with a spirit which gave it 
distinction and glory. 

“And now we are to hail the fruits 
of everything. You conquered, 
when you came over, what yOu came 
over for and you have done what 
it was appointed for you to do. I 
know what you expected of me. 
Some time ago a gentlemen from 
one of the countries with which we 
are associated was discussing with 
me the moral aspects of this war, 
and I said that if we did not insist

“Everybody at home is proud of 
you and has followed every move- 
ment of this great army with con- 
fidence and affection. 


Waltting te Welcome Troops. 


“The whole people of the United 
States are now waiting to welcome 
you home with an acclaim which 
probably has never greeted any 
other army, because our country is 
like this country, we have been go 
proud of the stand taken; of the 
Purpose for which this war was 
entered by the United States. 

“You knew what we expected of 
you, and you did it. I kpow what 
you and the people at home ex- 
pected of me; and I am happy to 
Say, my fellow countryme that 
I do not find in the hearts of the 
Sreat leaders with whom it is my 
privilege now to co-operate any dif- 
ference of principle or of funda- 
mental purpose. 

“It happened that it was the privi- 
lege of America to present the chart 
for peace, and now the process of 
settlement has been rendered com- 
paratively simple by the fact that 
all the nations concerned have ac- 
cepted that chart, and the applica- 
tion of these principles laid down 
there will be their application. The 
world will now know that the na- 
tions that fought this war, as wel] 
as the soldiers who represented them, 
are ready to make good, make good 
not only in the assertion of their 
own interests, but make good in the 
establishment of peace upon the per- 
manent foundation of right and of 
justice, 

Must Be People’s Peace. 

“Because this is not a war in 
Which the soldiers of the free na- 
tions have obeyed masters. You 
have commanders, but have no mas- 
ters. Your very commanders rep- 
resent you in representing the na- 
tion, of which you constitute go 
distinguished a part. 

“And everybody concerned in the 

Settlement knows that it must be 
a peoples’ peace and that nothing 
must be done in the settlement of 
the issues of the war which is not 
as nhandsome as the great achieve- 
ments of the armies of the United 
States and the allies. 
_ “It is difficult, very difficult, men. 
in any normal speech like this to 
show vou my real heart. You men 
probably do not realize with what 
anxious attention and care we have 
followed every step vou have ad- 
vanced and how proud we are that 
every step was in advance, and not 
in retreat; that every time vou set 
your face in any direction you kept 
your face in that direction. 

“A thrill has gone through my 
heart, as it has gone through the 
heart of every American, with al- 
most every gun that was fired and 
every stroke that was struck in the 
gallant fighting that you have done. 
and there has been only one regret 
in America, and that was the regret 
that every man thére felt that he 
Was not there in France, too. 

Hoard to Stay at Home.

This view was expressed by C. P. 
Scott, editor of The Manchester 
Guardian, tn a talk with the Asso- 
ciated Press upon the question of 
secrecy at the peace conference. 

“Naturally, there are drawbacks,” 
continued The Guardian's editor.

France.—In the little place of Ar- 
ras, where once stood the Hotel de 
Ville, with its belfry and its peal 
of bells, led by La Joyeuse, is to- 
day a notice board in English. It 
says that this place is to be pre- 
served in its ruin as way has left it. 

Other places will be built again, 
and will forget, but this little place 
will remain empty; and, one day, 
Arras will be more proud of that 
emptiness, and of those few broken 
stones, than are other towns of the 
most beautiful things that they 
possess. 

For so Arras will remain always, 
as it is today, one of the rocks visi- 
ble on which the great waters of 
invasion broke and surged and 
broke again, but could flow no fur- 
ther.

Capital Issues Committee 
to Quit December 31. 
Warning to the Public 
Against Worthless Se-

curities. 

Washington, December 25.—The 
capital issues committée of the 
treasury, the government’s war 
agency for the suppression of unes- 
sential security issues, announced 
tonight that it would suspend activ- 
ities on December 31 and remain in- 
active until dissolved, unless called 
back into service by developments. 

Accompanying the announcement 
were warnings to the public both 
from the committee and Secretary 
Glass of the necessity for continued 
strict economy and against worth- 
less securities. The committee 
stated its intention of making a 
supplementary report to congress 
recommending a law to prevent im- 
positions upon the investing public, 
and Secretary Glass said he would 
ask the present congress to enact 
such legislation immediately. To 
illustrate the extent of the menace, 
the committee said schools were be- 
ing established to trill salesmen in 
the art of fraudulent promotions. 

‘Statement for Committee. 

Charles §. Hamlin, chairman, 
made this statement for the com- 
mittee: 

“In view of the rapid changes 
that have taken place since’ the 
signing of the armistice, the capital 
issues committee has voted to sus- 


pend its activities on December 31. 
The committee will not be dissolved 
but will remain inactive, unless it is 
found that the sale of new securi- 
ties campetes unduly with govern- 
ment financing or for other reasons 
it may become desirable for the 
committee to resume its work, pend- 
img its dissolution by the president 
or by operation of law. 


“Although the war emergency 
which gave rise to the creation of 
the committee has passed, it is nev- 
ertheless imperative that capital 
should be saved and not wasted, and 
the removal of the restraining influ- 
ence exerted tv the committee dur- 
ing its existence should not be con- 
strued as approval of the financing 
of umnecessary public projects or 
private enterprises of 
merit. On the contrary, the finan- 
cial needs of the government and 
the large capital requirements of 
the railroads and for the readjust- 
ment of American industries to a 
peace basis compels strict economy 
n the use of new capital. 

Warning to the Public. 

“While legitimate business may 
safely be left to work out its own 
problems, the capital issues com- 
mittee feels that it would be un- 
faithful. to its responsibility if it 
failed to warn the public respecting 
the enormous losses sustained by 
the nation through the sale of 
worthless, and fraudulent securities. 
In the opinion of the committee the 
sale of such securities should be re- 
strained in times of peace, as well 
as in war and strongly urges that 
congress establish adequate machin- 
ery to put a stop to this traffic. 

The extent of the menace, due 
to the issue of such securities, to 
the holders of government bonds {js 
revealed by the fact that schools 
are being established in some parts 
of the country to drill salesmen in 
the art of persuading investors to 
subscribe for unmeritorious or 
worthless securities. This can only 
be prevented by legislation vesting 
in some duly constituted public 
agency full power to restrain the 
offering of fraudulent or worthless 
securities. 

“The capital issues committee 
warns the public and earnestly di- 
rects the attention of congress to 
the problem. It is the intention of 
the committee to make a supplemen- 
tary report to congress recommend- 
ing a law to prevent these existing 
abuses and such impositions upon 
the investing public. 

“The committee will maintain its 
offices in Washington until further 
notice.” 


Statement by Glass. 


Secretary Glass’ statement fol- 
lows: 

“The action of the capital issue 
committee to suspend its activities 
on December 31 should not be in- 
terpreted by the business public as 
a warrant for any expenditure of 
capital for needless or unwise pur- 
pose, whether public or private in 
their nature. Should it become ap- 
parent that voluntary restraints are 
not being exercised so as to pre- 
vent the misuse of capital, I shall 
request the committee to resume its 
control. 

“My chief misgiving in accepting 
the action of the committee arises 
out of the need the committee has 
frequently expressed and the im- 
portdnce of which has become in- 
creasingly obvious of protecting the 
public investor against the flood 
of worthless or doubtful securities 
which threaten the market when 
the restrictions are removed, and 
present conditions emphasize the 
importance of obtaining emergency 
legislation as speedily as possible 
so as to be able to cope effective- 
ly with the evil. The government 
not only should protect itself as to 
future bond issues, but, as well, owes 
a duty to the millions of Liberty 
Bond buyers t0 restrain reckless and 
fraudulent promoters, particularly 
at this time. 

“T intend to ask congress immedi- 
ately for legislation that will check 
the traffic in worthless securities 
while imposing no undue restric- 
tions upon the financing of legiti- 
mete business and shall urge that 
it be made before the close of the 
present session. Meantime, it may 
become necessary before such legis- 
lation is passed to reassemble the 
committee for the purpose of re- 
suming its functions.”
